9, 1865, a tra in fell through the bridge 
at Staplehurst, England, and the c a r­ 
riage in which lie w as traveling hung 
over the side.

SALOON— W ith a record, while a member of the Legislature, of having aided in 
the passage of the Beal, the Jones, the Aiken* the Search and Seizure and the Rose 
Laws, in addition to having supported every 
single

resolution

amendment offered during my terms of service in either branch for the purpose of 
strengthening the tempeiance laws of the State, it seems a waste of words to add any­ 
thing here.

However, in all the realms of statecraft there is not before the nation a single 
question, the settling of which would free us from as much strife in local politics, from 
in elections, from as much disorder growing out of having a thing legal or illegal in spots 
from as much confusion, conflict and graft in the enforcement of our criminal law, from as much selfish interest in 
the selection of officials, from as much timidity and cowardice among public men—to say nothing of the evils 
springing from the traffic itself—as tile saloon question. 
I hen why should candidates for Congress not stop their cringing evasion and frankly tell the voters whether 
they would strive to have adopted a constitutional amendment putting die lid on the saloon forever, or whether 
they are simply diplomatically “dry” at voting times, but are cautious as to where they express themselves during 
their campaign. 
Though all are eloquent and convincing public speakers, when, or where did any of my competi­ 
tors ever raise his voice in public against the saloon! Whether from lack of sympathy, or cowardice, the voter may 
determine. 
IMMIGRATION— Restricted Immigration, like regulated saloons, has afforded but slight relief from the 
abuse sought to be remedied. 
Years of effort at restriction finds us with only a vastly increasing influx of foreign­ 
ers to our shores. 
Not because we wish but because we must— ii we would preserve our standards of citizenship 
and our Anglo-Saxon strain 
cither have restriction of this flood of immigration that will restrict in fact, or else 
a suspension for a period of years. 
Such a policy would be a better safeguard against cheap labor than the Tariff. 
Employment seeking labor is a far healthier condition than Labor seeking employment. 
Could we have a ten-year 
period of recuperation, giving our foreign populace some time to become assimilated and Americanized, it would 
be a greater tonic to our citizenship than free tolls for coastwise trading vessels. 
NAVAL EXTRAVAGANCE— I contend that our country’s most dangerous foes are domestic and not for­ 
eign; and that we should look more to the correction of disorders within, and be less fearful of invasion from with­ 
out. 
In fourteen years our expenditure for the Navy has increased from fifty-five millions a year to the enormous 
sum of one hundred and forty million dollars, and the clamor now for a still greater expenditure, and a still greater 
Navy, is just as much more vociferous, as the present number of Naval officials and attaches exceeds the number of 
such officials 14 years ago. 
This district’s share is $235,000 a year more in 1914 than in 1900, and the end is not yet. 
Could a maximum appropriation he fixed, if not to exceed one hundred million dollars a year for Naval pur­ 
poses in times of peace, the forty millions saved yearly by such a policy might be utilized to turn the tide from 
our congested cities back to abandoned farms; or, would be sufficient, at $13,000 per mile, to build three thousand 
(3,000) miles of paved road—the distance from the Atlantic to the Pacific—every year. 
Tt is an infinitely greater honor to he a world example than a world power; besides, the most invulnerable de­ 
tense against foreign invasion this country can have is the prosperity and contentment of its people. 
PROTECTIVE TARIFF—The Underwood Tariff Law being fastened on us till the end of the present admin­ 
istration, any reference to the question of Protective Tariff this year might seem to be the merest buncombe. 
Nevertheless, a Tariff Board or Commission of experts, as advocated by the last Republican Platform, to in­ 
vestigate the difference in the cost of production at home and abroad, and a strict and faithful adherence to the 
findings and recommendations ot such Board, offers the sanest and most stable solution of the question of Pro­ 
tective Tariff. 
The advocacy of arbitrary tariffs for products of our own district to tickle the desires of our con­ 
stituents, while at the same time pretending to favor a Tariff Commission (for other districts), combined with the 
disposition to build our tariff laws by one special interest trading its support for the support of other or different 
interests, has tended to bring the Protective I arid policy into disrepute and made it the foot-ball of politics 
GOVERMENTAL W ASTE— W ith in the memory of men now living the per capita cost of running our Gov­ 
ernment has mounted from two dollars and sixty cents ($2.60) to more than twelve dollars ($12) a year. 
This 
does not include the cost of our State, county and municipal government, which is about as much more. 
If the 
total cost of the Government at Washington he divided among the voters of the United States, the tax for each 
voter will exceed sixty-five ($65) dollars—more than four times what it was in 1850. If officials would exercise the 
same concern for the public’s business as they do for theirown, instead of constantly increasing, the per capita cost 
of government should decrease in clue proportion to the population’s increase. 
W e cannot permit this per capita 
expense to increase indefinitely without “reaping the whirlwind.” 
J fie last apportionment bill increased the membership of Congress from 391 members to 435. Was there either 
the shadow of need, or the fain test demand from any source, for this increase? 
Did this addition of 44 members 
facilitate', or impede, congressional action? 
In view of such legislation is it strange that the expense of governme 
nt is mounting to incomprehensible proportions? 
When the real substantial good that could be accomplished with 
such needless outlay of the people’s money is taken into consideration, such wantonness seems little 
less 
than 
criminal'. 
I have briefly endeavored to acquaint you with my attitude on questions that come near home to you as well 
as questions that have been receiving as much attention and discussion in the present Congress as all other ques­ 
tions combined. 
No doubt f have encountered your antagonism on some of them. 
BUT I HAVE NO MORAL 
RIGHT TO LEAVE YOU IN T H E DARK AS TO W H ERE I STAND. 
Neither have I sought to evade issues 
by indulging in generalities that? give no offense—mean nothing—and may be construed any way that may be 
convenient.
